advantage  in  the  affairs  of  life."  I 
tend  to  agree  with  Boynton.  It  is 
through  our  project  experiences  that 
we  learned  more  than  we  thought 
possible.  The  projects  taught  us  to 
approach  a  problem  from  many 
angles,  generate  an  exhaustive  list  of 
possible  solutions,  compromise, 
collaborate,  (fail)  and  finally 
succeed.  By  taking  full  advatage  of 
these  experiences,  we  developed 
skills  in  four  years  that  few  college 
undergraduates  can  claim  to  have, 
which  prepared  us  to  he  leaders  in 
our  fields. 

It  was  the  WPI  community  that 
fostered  much  of  our  learning, 
growth,  and  innovation.  Many 
capital  inmprovements  were  made  to 
the  campus  including  The  Goat's 
Head  Restaurant,  Gateway  Park,  East 
Hall,  and  the  new  athletic  field.  We 
also  saw  several  changes  to  the 
academic  curriculum:  the  Great 
Problem  Seminars  were  introduced, 
but  after  our  time  as  freshmen,  the 
Sufficiency  project  disappeared  and 
was  replaced  with  Seminars  and 
Practicums,  and  the  Dean's  List 
returned.  With  both  the  number  of 


applications  and  admissions  rapidly 
increasing  from  2006  to  2010,  it 
seems  everyone  was  noticing  the 
opportunities  and  strengths  of  our 
alma  mater  as  it  continued  to  grow 
and  innovate  in  uncharted  areas,  true 
to  the  intent  of  the  founders  of  WPI. 

For  some  ,  the  only  source  of  news 
on  campus  was  The  Towers;  for 
others,  however,  world  events  also 
affected  our  education  and 
experiences  on  the  hill.  On  the  day 
we  began  our  undergraduate  career  at 
WPI,  August  24th  2006,  Pluto  lost 
its  status  and  became  a  dwarf  planet. 
That  summer,  we  finally  learned 
what  happened  to  Harry  Potter  in  his 
seventh  year,  and  the  iPhone  was 
release.  In  the  fall  of  2007,  t>ur  school 
year  started  on  a  high  note  as  the 
Boston  Red  Sox  swept  the  World 
Series,  which  resulted  in  hundreds  of 
euphoric  students  celebrating  on  the 
Quad.

Boynton,  Washburn,  and  their  two 
dreams  joined  together  in  1865  to  found  WPI,  called  the 
Worcester  County  Free  Institute  of  Industrial  Science 
back  then,  with  the  aid  of  Stephen  Salisbury  II,  Emory 
Washburn,  George  Frisbee  Hoar,  Phillip  Moen,  Seth 
Sweetser,  David  Whitcomb  and  Chalres  O.  Thompson. 
WPI  was  assigned  the  motto  "Lehr  und  Kunst,"  which 
translates  to  mean  "Theory  and  Practice,"  the  two 
dreams,  which  are  represented  by  Boynton  Tower  and 
Wasburn  Tower  on  campus.

The  seal  depicts  a 
shield  bearing  two  open  books,  the  coat  of  arms  of 
Worcester  at  the  base  of  the  seal,  a  bent  arm  holding  a 
hammer  in  the  air  is  shown  above  the  books.  Above  the 
shield  is  the  German  motto  "Lehr  und  Kunst"  and 
enclosing  the  shield  and  motto  is  a  circle  that  reads 
"Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute"  and  the  year  it  was 
founded,  "1865."  The  open  books  represent  Boynton's 
desire  for  theory  and  the  arm  and  hammer  represent 
Washburn's  desire  for  practice.  These  fundamentals  are 
reinforced  within  the  motto,  "Lehr  und  Kunst,"  which 
can  be  directly  translated  to  "Theory  and  Skilled  Art" 
but  is  more  familiarly  referred  to  as  "Theory  and  Practice."
